REMARKS 

The Examiner has maintained all rejections from the Office Action mailed October 8, 
2002 In support of the continued rejection of all pending claims, the Examiner provtded 
responsiveargumentstosomeoftieargumentsthatApplicants submitted in their response of 
January 31 2003. Having fully considered the Examiner's position, it is clear that the 
Examiner gives too much credit to the Behrends reference and what it teaches to those of 
ordinary skill in the art. Particularly, Behrends does no, sufficiently describe the clatmed 
invention to have placed it in the public's possession as required if it is to be properly 
employed to anticipate the present invention. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-4, 8, 9 and .1 as being anticipated by Behrends 
•433, particularly at Col. 8, lines 4-! 1, wherein a confusing and vague disclosure of backfill 
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
